Today’s War 


News

Of the U. P. War Desk 


A barrage of reports from Swiss. 
Swedish and other sources indicates 
that in addition’ to his military re- 
verses on the Russian front, Hitler 
is having trouble at home, within 


his army and in the occupied coun- | 


tries. 

All these reports cannot be taken 
at face value, but there are so many 
of them, and from such _ varied 
sources, that they cannot be entire- 
ly ignored. If it is true that Hitler 
has lost 25 of his generals in the 
wake of the dismissal of Field Mar- 
shal Von Brauchitsch, there must be 
considerable dissension in the Ger- 
man command. 


From the military standpoint, the 
German position remains bad. 
There seems to be no question of a 
German counter-offensive this win- 
ter, but only of how far the army 
will withdraw before it finds posi- 
tions it can hold. The increasing 
difficulties of winter transportation 
over the extended German lines may 
make that withdrawal deep. 

Reports from Berlin say that Ger- 
many is calling up army reservists 
and starting a recruiting drive. 
This is explained by a _ Berlin 
spokesman as advance preparation

Hitler Reported To Have 
Abandoned Smolensk In 
Face Of Red Offensive 


The Allies united fighting forces 
engaged the Japanese offensive on 
all fronts in the Far East today and 
smashed at the Axis in Russia and 
North Africa. 


In the Philippines, beleaguered 
‘American defenders of Bataan pe- 
ninsula scored a triumph in a heavy 
artillery duel that drove back the 
enemy. smashed armored columns 
and broke up infantry concentra- 
tions attempting to mass for an 
all-out assault. 


In the East Indies, Allied air re- 
inforcements appeared to have ar- 
rived, probably from America, and 
intensified aerial action was begin- 
ning against Japanese invaders of 
the Dutch Islands of Tarakan and 
Celebes as well as enemy sea and 
land forces in the western Pacific 
and Malaya. 


Dutch bombers, using some of the 
50 secret jungle airdromes prepar- 
ed against the Japanese, roared 
eastward over Borneo to strike at 
the enemy naval and land forces on 
Tarakan and Celebes. Dutch offi- 
cials said that a program of heavy, 
systematic bombing of the enemy 
was Starting. An official statement 
said that the scorched earth pro- 
gram had destroyed all oil resources 


and Tarakan island before it sur-_ 


rendered to the Japanese. 


Increased Allied air forces ap- 
peared to be in action in Malaya, 
where the Japanese made their 
most severe night and day air raids 
on Singapore but suffered losses of 
almost 10 per cent of the attack- 
ing bombers. British defense forces 
were reported fighting bitterly on 
the peninsula about 150 miles north 
of Singapore but there was no word

@ The learning of speech by the 
little child is a task which you and 
I are hardly capable of appreciat- 
ing. When your baby uttered his 
first word he did not then begin 
his speech. He really had begun 
at birth with his first cry. During 
the first weeks his cries varied 
more and more, babbling evolved, 
and in a way so gradual that the 
keenest observer wasn’t able to 
discover, he acquired ability to 
speak in the language of adults. 

Every mother eagerly looks and 
listens for the first response of her 
baby. It comes after a month or 
two and, with the first smile, or 
following it, comes the happy lit- 
tle throat sound. 

The notes I kept on my second 
child record this gound first on the 
50th day. Not until after 20 more 
days were there two or more such 
sounds in succession. By and by, 
as you must have observed, there 
come rhythmic cooing for fifteen 
or twenty-minute periods. Cooing 
always was an obvious expression 
of happiness, even while the in- 
fant was alone. 


Progress of Baby 


From my notes of day 108 (3% 
months) I read: “Increased vocal- 
ization when happy. Squealing, 
cooing, warbling most often fol- 
lowing the first morning meal. 
Happy as a lark then, keeping all 
the family awake. Nothing quite 
like it at any other time of day.” 

The baby girl was a few months 
ahead of her brother at this age. 
Whereas she, at five months, cooed 
in expression of plesscne: while 


looking at a person several feet 
away, or at an object of great in- 
. terest, similar notes on the boy 
were recorded at seven months. 

As a rule girls develop speech 
somewhat earlier than _ boys, 
though there are many exceptions, 

Improve When Happy 

Each of my three children I 
watched carefully for new words 
and new successes in balancing 
and walking, and I never found 
them while the child was out of 
sorts, I think you will observe the 
same in your child. When, for 
instance, he begins to walk, he 
makes new ventures while good- 
natured, but when out of sorts he 
may sit and howl. 

Furthermore, all inventions and 
creations seem to arise only dur- 
ing comfortable, happy states. 
Observe the child of three or four 
telling you about his imaginary 
creations and behold his animated, 
smiling face. Progress and success 
at learning presuppose pleasure. 
They also produce pleasure, a 
principle we are prone to overs 
look. 


Solving Parent Problems 


Q. How should I punish my 
three-year-old child to make him 
go to bed? 

A. Don’t punish him for this 
purpose. Patiently lure him off 
to bed. Failing to do so, pick him 
up and take him, talking on the 
way about what is so interesting 
to him that his resistance will melt 
and shift to happy cooperation 
very soon. This is not mere theory. 
It worked on my children. It works 
with my two-year-old grandchild.

The spirit of Somerset House and 
the early days has been admirably 
captured in a poem written by Mrs. 
Gordon. This is the first time that 
it has appeared in print:

White, the Blue” (the last was a 
patriotic song written during the 
Civil war by Andrew Jackson 
Hare). 

Attendants at the singing school 
which was under the supervision of 
“Old G Clef” Miller were: Aylmer, 
Steve, Sam, Louisa, Maggie, Emma, 
and Sylvia Pelton, Annie Woods, 
Elias C., and Andrew Jackson Hare, 
Jane —, John Bissel, Ella Rebecca 
Hodgkins, Ad Polk,» Endsley, Me- 
dora and Katie Gray, Logtown 
Gray, Julia Moses, the two Brace 
brothers, two Jack Millers, Jim 
Miller, two Nick Millers and Annie 
Miller, John *Wing, James Tobey, 
James Russell, Pete Calyear, Phoe- 
be, Annie and Robert Bence, and 
Annie Lloyd. 

On October 21st, 1863, three 
couples were married at the Rising 
Sun House: Elias Hare and Annie 
Woods; Jane — and John Bissel;
